Au insect pest of the tomuto, which 


fmiucutly does pruat dauuige to tho 
early market crop, is tho tomato worm. 
It is also known *s the "com woru>" iu 
tho north and tho "boll worm" iu tho 
south. This worm bores Into tho ripen- 
ing tomato and is thus difficult totleal 
with directly. Tho caterpillar that itm- 
tures iu corn in September or early Oc- 
tober goes under ground and changes to 
a pupa, passing tho winter in this con- 
dition. 
If th« ground remains undis- 


turbed, tho moth appears in early 
spring ttiid lays its eggs upon such 
plants as it can fm:1. and early tomato 
plants are among its favorites. The cat- 
erpillars boroat first into tho stems, but 
always attack tho fruit as soon as it is 
sot and continue their ravages as long 
a.s fruit remains. 
Because they cannot 


be. treated except by picking and de 
stroying fruit, the only practical meth- 
od suggested is to fall plow all corn- 
fields upon which tomatoes aro to fol- 
luw. 
The fall plowing breaks up tho 


earthen cells in which tho pupaj rest 
and results iu almost every instance iu 
causing llieir death. Tbo pest is not so 
serious where goru has uot been prc-vi- 
ou>lv grown, in which case tho necessi- 
ty for fall plowing is not KO great; still 
inasmuch as the practice is a good ouu 
in any ca.se it is to be recommended 
where trouble from this pest occurs. 


Another pest, quite serious iu somo 


sertinns, is thtj Colorado potato beuKe, 
which attacks tho young plants as soon- 
as they arc set and often does consider- 
able- damage. Here of course before fruit 
has set, tho usual remedy may be ap- 
pliud—imnu'ly, spraying with arseuitos 
at the rnte of ono pound in T5 to 100 
gallons of water, in the samomamier as 
for the ilc.stnu-tion of thy beetles when 
troublesome- on potatoes. A large green 
insect, called the "sphinx caterpillar," 
often does considerable injury. This iu- 
t-eet i.s an external feeder, aud the sim- 
plest remedy is to hand pick. 


In the mjrthern United States tho 


most ilohtructivn disease of tho tomato 
is the b-af spot. It ih easily rocngniy.fi 1 
by the affected fnliagn becoming cover- 
ed with minute brown specks and linal- 
ly drying up and falling away, leaving 
the ban- stems, which aro also more or 
less spotted by tho fungus. Kxperiments 
have shown that whero this diseaso is 
prevail nt tomatoes should not be grown 
continuously upon the same boil and all 
t-teins of plains should bu burned at the 
close of the si asoii. 


A second troublesome disease of the 


tomato is due to a bacterium and is rec- 
ogniy.ed by a suililen milling of the foli- 
age, followed by a yellow coli)£ thai 
iinally Vucomos brown. This disease of 
the tomato was lir.-t complained of in 
the soutii. bur it is now found as far 
north a* Washington and may bo ox- 
pected as a Honlilrsoine pri-t by tin: 
trueki iri around Philadelphia and Xe\v 
V i n k .

The fruit rot, sometimes called black 


mold, u a fuugou- disease which usually 
begins at the blossom end of the fruit. 
Thoso varieties which have, an impel- 
led blossom end are most susceptible to 
it, aud rare should be taken to grow the 
.smooth fruited sorts. 


Tliu foregoing is gleaned from a val- 


uable bulletin on tomato growing by E. 
B. Voorhees of tho New Jersey station. 
In conclusion, the author states that 
fungou." diseases nf the tomato are found 
in all stages of the growth of tlin crop. 
Some begin in the propagating bed and 
flourish in the field upon leaf and stem. 
Others are confined to the frnit and du- 
stroy the tomatoes aftur they arc picked, 
while some aro usually present in tho 
greenhouse. They all produce spores or 
minute germs that aro invisible and 
countless, and therefore all old vines 
should be destroyed and a wido rotation 
practiced by the trucker. 


Many growers have found it profita- 


ble, after all other precautions are 
taken, to add sprayingvto the list of re- 
quirements in growing tomatoes. 
For 


this there i.s nothing superior to the 
bordeaux mixture in any of its usual 
strengths. 


AFTER HONEY HARVEST.

A qucoiihsB colony and also a colony 


containing a drouo laying queen aro al- 
ways subject to being robbed, and just 
aftur the huiitiy harvest, especially if 
there, hns been much swarming, is the 
timo these defects present themselves. 
If not .supplied, the result is robbing 
and the loss of all these colonies, be- 
sides much damage being done good 
colonies from the effects of it. A colony 
of bees may bo strong, and as fur an 
numbers are concerned plenty able to 
protect their hive, but they will not do 
it when thus queoiiluss, and the pres- 
ence of a good queen will have the de 
sired effect even if tho colony is a very 
weak one. 
Young brood, from tho egg 


up, will liavo tho samo effect, and be- 
ing thus supplied with it tho bees can 
rear a queeit. Frequently a frame of 
brood is given thorn for this purpose in- 
stead of giving them a queen. 


All sniplus honey should be taken 


away from the hives :«d boos, provided 
it is intended for murkut, for it will be- 
como darkened—that is, tho surface of 
l ho comb—and this destroys its appear- 
ance. 
It will not damage the honey by 


any means, as its quality and flavor is 
improved by leaving it until fall on the 
hives. 


In regard to marketing houe.y, tho

Substantial, attractive packages should 
bo used to market honoy iu. 
Many 


farmers raise considerable bouoy in the 
comb in oidinary frames of largo si/o 
and do not take tlio trouble to use thu 
section box.
